Co-sponsored  annually  by  the  GFWC  Lincoln  Club  of  Southern  Indiana  and  the 
National  Park  Service,  the  program  includes  Justice  Shepard's  address,  music 
by  the  Heritage  Hills  High  School  Choral  group  "Heritage,"  and  ceremonies  to 
honor  the  memory  of  Abraham  Lincoln  and  his  parents.    Following  the  indoor 
n  ro  p  r  a  rn  -  there  will  be  the  trsditionsl  pilgrimafe  to  the  grsvesite  of  Nancy 
Hanks  Lincoln  for  wreath-laying  ceremonies.     A  reception  will  follow  the 
program.

Lincoln  lived  for  14  years  —  from  1816  to  1830,  and  the  site  where  his 
mother,  Nancy  Hanks  Lincoln  is  buried.

LINCOLN  BOYHOOD  PRESENTS  BLACK  HISTORY  MONTH 
(LINCOLN  CITY,   INDIANA)     Black  History  Month,  observed  during  February, 
provides  an  opportunity  each  year  to  call  attention  to  the  many  contributions 
made  by  black  Americans  to  our  society.     To  recognize  the  many  achievements 
made  by  black  Americans,  Lincoln  Boyhood  National  Memorial  will  feature  a 
special  Black  History  Exhib it,  February  11-28.     The  exhibit  highlights  several 
National  Park  Service  areas  dedicated  to  memorializing  the  careers  of  black 
men  and  women  and  their  role  in  our  nation's  history. 

A  45-minute  special  movie  presentation,   "Lincoln's  Trial  by  Fire,"  will 
be  featured  on  Saturday  and  Sunday,  February  25-26,  at  12:00  Noon  (CST). 
Political  intrigue,  the  war  effort,  and  Lincoln's  early  years  as  President  are 
the  theme  of  this  exciting  film.     Lincoln  and  his  cabinet  were  genuinely 
alarmed  by  the  political  impact  of  the  Dred  Scott  decision,  the  Kansas- 
Nebraska  Act,  and  the  possible  dissolution  of  the  Union.     Crisis  followed 
crisis  until  Lincoln  had  no  choice  but  to  act  with  his  military.     He  called 
upon  General  George  McClellan,  to  serve  as  commander  of  the  Union  forces. 
Soon  the  war  began. 

The  film  showings  and  exhibit  will  be  in  the  Memorial  Visitor  Center  of 
Lincoln  Boyhood  National  Memorial,   located  off  Highway  162  in  Lincoln  City, 
Indiana.

THE  ASSASSINATION  OF  ABRAHAM  LINCOLN 
(LINCOLN  CITY,   INDIANA)     The  National  Park  Service  invites  the  public  to 
attend  a  film  presentation  at  Lincoln  Boyhood  National  Memorial.     The  award- 
winning,  30-minute  film,  "The  Assassination  of  Abraham  Lincoln"  will  be 
offered  Saturday  and  Sunday,  February  18-19.     The  film  will  be  shown  two  times 
daily  at  10:30  a.m.  and  1:30  p.m.   (CST)  in  the  Memorial  Visitor  Center 
aud  itor ium. 

On  April  14,  1865,  Abraham  Lincoln  became  the  first  American  President  to 
be  assassinated.     The  shock  and  mourning  that  followed  his  assassination  was 
profound  and  widespread.     The  martyred  president  quickly  became  the  most 
beloved  of  American  heroes. 

Why  was  Lincoln  murdered  by  John  Wilkes  Booth?     Was  there  a  high  level 
conspiracy  to  kill  the  President?     Did  Lincoln's  own  War  Department  know  of 
the  plot  to  kidnap  and  kill  the  President?    Why  wasn't  Booth  captured  alive 
when  he  could  have  been?     Since  Lincoln's  assassination,  there  have  been  many 
questions,  but  fewer  answers  about  Booth's  terrible  deed.     This  film,  "The 
Assassination  of  Abraham  Lincoln,"  attempts  to  answer  some  of  these  questions. 
The  film  is  unique  in  that  it  also  attempts  to  describe  the  conditions, 
circumstances,  and  theories  behind  Lincoln's  death.

LINCOLN  BOYHOOD  PRESENTS  FILM  ON  LINCOLN'S  KENTUCKY  YEARS 
(LINCOLN  CITY,   INDIANA)     The  National  Park  Service  invites  the  public  to 
attend  a  film  presentation  at  Lincoln  Boyhood  National  Memorial.  Scheduled 
for  Saturday  and  Sunday  March  4-5,   the  film  feature  is  "Lincoln,  The  Kentucky 
Years,"  narrated  by  film  star  Burgess  Meredith.     The  film  will  be  offered  two 
times  daily  beginning  at  10:30  a.m.  and  again  at  1:30  p.m.   (CST)   in  the 
Memorial  Visitor  Center  auditorium. 

Abraham  Lincoln  was  born  in  a  log  cabin  in  Kentucky  on  Sunday,  February 
12,   1809.     Abraham  Lincoln's  earliest  recollection  of  his  youth  was  of  his 
family's  third  Kentucky  farm  on  Knob  Creek.     In  Kentucky,  the  Lincoln  children 
attended  A. B.C.   schools  for  short  periods  of  time.     Lincoln  remembered 
listening  to  his  mother  as  she  read  the  family  Bible.     When  only  seven  he  and 
his  family  moved  to  Indiana  "partly  on  account  of  slavery,  but  chiefly  on 
account  of  the  difficulty  in  land  titles  in  Kentucky."     This  swiftly  moving 
and  beautiful  film  describes  those  short  first  seven  years  of  Lincoln's  life 
in  his  birth  state  of  Kentucky.

(LINCOLN  CITY,   INDIANA)     The  National  Park  Service  invites  the  public  to 
attend  a  film  presentation  at  Lincoln  Boyhood  National  Memorial.     On  Saturday 
and  Sunday,   March  25-26,   the  film  featured  is  "Pioneer  Days  in  Indiana."  The 
film  will  be  shown  two  times  daily  beginning  at  10:30  a.m.,  and  1:30  p.m. 
(CST)   in  the  Memorial  Visitor  Center  Auditorium. 

On  the  frontier  farm  almost  everyone  practiced  at  least  two,   if  not  more, 
professions.     Thomas  Lincoln  was  first  a  farmer  and  second  a  carpenter  and 
house-joiner.     The  film  "Pioneer  Days  in  Indiana"  describes  a  variety  of 
pioneer  tools  and  activities  that  were  used  by  men  like  Thomas  Lincoln.  Once 
this  land  was  covered  with  giant  trees  of  oak,  hickory,  and  walnut,  which  one 
settler  described  as  "woods,  woods,  woods,   as  far  as  the  world  extends."  How 
did  the  pioneer  clear  the  land,   plow  with  a  horse,  cut  logs  as  big  as  small 
buildings,   prepare  maple  syrup,   churn  butter,   or  prepare  a  meal  over  an  open 
fire?     This  23-minute  color  film  gives  viewers  an  opportunity  to  journey  back 
into  the  past  and  understand  how  the  pioneer  lived  in  Indiana  more  than  160 
years  ago.

(LINCOLN  CITY,  INDIANA)     Lincoln  Boyhood  National  Memorial  invites  the 
public  to  see  a  special  photograph  exhibit  featuring  Abraham  Lincoln  and  John 
Wilkes  Booth.     The  exhibit,  "Lincoln  the  President  -  Booth  the 
Actor/Assassin,"  will  be  on  display  for  public  viewing  daily  April  1  through 
April  30,   8:00  a.m.   to  5:00  p.m.   (CST)  in  the  Memorial  Visitor  Center. 

"With  singular  audacity  the  assassin  stood  there  (on  the  stage  after 
shooting  the  President),  long  enough  to  photograph  himself  forever  seen  in  the 
minds  of  those  among  the  throng  who  had  never  seen  him  before.     They  saw  a 
slim,  graceful  figure,  elegantly  clad,  waving  a  dagger  with  a  gesture  that 
none  but  a  tragedian  would  have  made;  a  classic  face,  pale  as  marble,  lighted 
up  by  two  gleaming  eyes...  and  surmounted  by  waves  of  curling,   jet  black 
hair."     "After  being  hunted  like  a  dog  through  swamps  and  woods,  Booth  was 
surrounded  at  his  tobacco  barn  hiding  place.     Suddenly  a  shot  rang  out,  and 
Booth  fell  to  the  ground.     John  Wilkes  Booth  died  before  he  could  tell  his 
story."     Booth's  contemporaries  saw  Booth  as  he  always  was,  right  up  to  the 
last  moment,  a  combination  of  "...roguery  and  dash,  brilliance  and  artistry 
...  craftiness  and  evil  intention."

LINCOLN  BOYHOOD  ENTRANCE  FEES 


(LINCOLN  CITY,   INDIANA)     Lincoln  Boyhood  National  Memorial  at  Lincoln 
City  is  among  the  144  areas  of  the  National  Park  System  which  began  charging 
entrance  fees  in  1987.     The  park  will  again  charge  an  entrance  fee  during  the 
1989  season. 

The  money  obtained  from  the  1988  entrance  fees  collected  and  special 
"park  passport"  sales  was  put  to  immediate  use  to  improve  the  Memorial's 
facilities  and  services.     Lincoln  Boyhood's  entrance  fee  money  has  been  used 
to  repair  walkways  and  to  clean  the  Memorial  Visitor  Center  building.  The 
funds  also  enable  the  park  to  open  and  staff  the  Lincoln  Living  Historical 
Farm  three  weeks  earlier  than  had  been  budgeted.      (The  Farm  will  open  April 
16,   1989.)     Without  this  funding  source,  most  of  these  needed  projects  could 
not  have  been  accomplished  because  of  budget  limitations. 

Lincoln  Boyhood  will  have  the  same  admission  fees  as  last  year.     The  fee 
is  $1.00  per  person  for  guests  between  the  ages  of  17  through  61.     There  is  no 
admission  charge  for  educational  groups,   for  children  age  16  and  under,   or  for 
persons  age  62  or  over.     There  is  a  maximum  charge  per  family  of  $3.00.

Like  most  other  units  in  the  National  Park  System,  Lincoln  Boyhood  will 
also  issue  a  "Lincoln  Boyhood  Park  Passport"  costing  $10.00  annually.  This 
means  that  the  holder  and  his  or  her  immediate  family  may  enter  and  enjoy 
Lincoln  Boyhood's  facilities  and  programs  at  no  further  cost  for  the  entire 
year. 

The  National  Park  Service  also  issues  three  other  "passports."  The 
annual  Golden  Eagle  Passport  (costing  $25.00  in  1989)  enables  the  bearer  and 
his  or  her  immediate  family  to  enter  any  entrance-fee-charging  federal  park  or 
recreation  area  nationwide.     Likewise,  the  free,  lifetime  Golden  Access 
Passport  (for  handicapped  visitors)  and  the  free,  lifetime  Golden  Age  Passport 
(for  citizens  62  years  of  age  and  over)  enable  the  holders  and  their  families 
free  entry  plus  half-price  user  fees  for  camping  or  use  of  boat  launching 
ramps,  in  all  federal  recreation  areas.     All  the  passports  are  available  at 
Lincoln  Boyhood  National  Memorial.

LIVING  HISTORICAL  FARM  OPENS 


(LINCOLN  CITY,   INDIANA)     The  National  Park  Service  and  Lincoln  Boyhood 
National  Memorial  have  announced  the  opening  of  the  Lincoln  Living  Historical 
Farm  for  the  1989  season.     Hours  of  operation  this  year  will  be  from  8:00  a.m. 
to  5:00  p.m.    daily   (CDT)   beginning  Sunday,   April  16. 

Visitors  from  all  over  the  world  visit  Lincoln  Boyhood  National  Memorial 
to  learn  about  the  nationally  and  internationally  celebrated  figure,  Abraham 
Lincoln.     They  learn  here  that  Lincoln  was  a  frontier  boy  and  young  man  much 
like  many  others  of  his  time.     Here  he  worked  and  played,   developed  manual 
skills,   read  books,   shared  a  family  life,   earned  his  first  dollar,  and 
experienced  love  and  tragedy. 

Daily  through  the  visitor  season,   costumed  interpreters  at  the  farm 
illustrate  pioneer  domestic  arts  and  crafts,   frontier  farming  methods,  and 
other  activities  connected  with  pioneer  life.     Visitors  will  find  men  and 
women  doing  the  same  things  the  Lincolns  did  when  they  lived  here.     Each  day 
there  are  a  number  of  chores  that  have  to  be  done,   such  as  chopping  firewood, 
feeding  the  animals,   and  milking  the  cow.     Throughout  the  season,  activities 
such  as  cooking,   sewing,   splitting  rails,   riving  shingles,   and  spinning  wool 
and  flax  are  performed  by  the  men  and  women  on  the  farm.

Jerry,  as  he  is  known  by  his  friends  and  co-workers,  began  his  career 
as  a  seasonal  Ranger  with  the  National  Park  Service  at  Lincoln  Boyhood  in  May 
of  1968.     He  graduated  from  the  Dale  High  School  in  1966,  and  then  earned  a 
Bachelor's  degree  from  Brescia  College  in  December  of  1970.     Sanders  served  in 
the  U.   S.   Marine  Corps  prior  to  entering  the  National  Park  Service  full  time 
in  1972.      He  is  presently  Chief  of  Operations  at  Lincoln  Boyhood  National 
Memorial . 

Throughout  his  years  of  service  at  Lincoln  Boyhood,  which  was 
established  in  1962  as  Indiana's  first  National  Park,  Jerry  has  worked  hard  to 
develop  the  interpretive  programs  of  the  park.

One  of  Jerry's  most  rewarding  jobs  is  working  with  area  teachers  and 
school  children  each  year  from  mid-April  to  early  June.     Although  his  many 
responsibilities  of  running  the  Operations  Division  keep  him  close  to  his 
desk,  he  always  finds  some  moments  to  talk  about  Abraham  Lincoln  with 
visitors.     He  also  enjoys  developing,   coordinating,  and  managing  media  events, 
such  as  the  annual  Lincoln  Day  program  in  February,  and  the  annual  Indiana 
Lincoln  Festival,   set  this  year  for  June  23-25.

Determined,  hardworking,  "wash- 
wimmin"  could  do  a  week's  washing  in  from  four  to  six  hours.

(LINCOLN  CITY,   INDIANA)     The  public  is  invited  to  attend  a  "Pioneer 
Railsplitting  Couipet ition"  on  Sunday,  June  25,  at  Lincoln  Boyhood  National 
Memorial.     The  contest  begins  at  1:00  p.m.    (CDT) .     The  Railsplitting 
competition  is  only  one  of  a  variety  of  special  events  to  be  held  this  year 
during  the  third  annual  Indiana  Lincoln  Festival,  June  23-25. 

"Modern"  railsplitters  will  display  their  skills  at  the  almost  forgotten 
art  of  railsplitting.     They  will  use  authentic,   early  19th-century 
railsplitting  methods  and  equipment,  much  like  Spencer  County's  own  famous 
Indiana  woodsman,  Abraham  Lincoln. 

Railsplitting  teams  from  southern  Indiana's  Jaycee  Chapters,  a  team  of 
"Lincolns"  from  the  cast  of  the  YOUNG  ABE  LINCOLN  Musical  Outdoor  Drama,  and  a 
team  from  television  station  WEHT  Channel   25  of  Evansvilie,  will  compete  for 
prizes  and  recognition.     "Backroads"  reporter  Hal  Wolford  is  expected  to  be  in 
attendance  to  film  a  special   "Backroads"  show  and  to  try  his  skill  at  the  art 
of  railsplitting.

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THE  NATIONAL  WILDERNESS  PRESERVATION  SYSTEM 


WASHINGTON,   DC — Federal  agencies  responsible  for  managing  the  wilderness 
system  of  the  United  States  are  joining  interested  private  organizations  in  a 
year-long  celebration  of  the  nation's  Wilderness  heritage. 

September  3,    1989,  marks  the  25th  anniversary  of  the  establishment  of 
the  National  Wilderness  Preservation  System.     Over  142,000  square  miles  in  the 
Wilderness  system  are  managed  by  the  US  Department  of  Agriculture's  Forest 
Service  and  the  Department  of  the  Interior's  National  Park  Service,   Fish  and 
Wildlife  Service  and  the  Bureau  of  Land  Management. 

The  four  federal  agencies  that  manage  the  system  and  private 
environmental  organizations,   such  as  The  Wilderness  Society  and  Sierra  Club 
and  the  Izaak  Walton  League,   are  planning  activities  that  will  span  the 
country  during  the  summer  and  fall.     They  include  national  symposia  and 
seminars,   concerts,   educational  programs,   and  dedications  of  newly-established 
wildernesses. 

According  to  promoters  of  the  celebration,   the  purpose  will  be  to 
increase  public  awareness  and  appreciation  of  the  wilderness  system.  More 
importantly,   they  say,   the  effort  is  designed  to  educate  people  about  the 
sensitive  nature  of  wilderness  and  how  each  person  can  play  an  important  role 
in  protecting  the  wilderness  heritage.     Wilderness  messages,   such  as  "Leave  No 
Trace"  camping,  will  be  highlighted,   they  said. 
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The  United  States  was  the  first  country  to  establish  a  national 
wilderness  preservation  system,  which  has  now  grown  to  almost  91  million  acres 
in  44  states.     It  was  created  in  1964  with  the  immediate  set-aside  of  9.1 
million  acres  of  National  Forest  System  land  administered  by  the  Forest 
Serv  ice . 

Since  1964,   a  total  of  38.5  million  acres  of  Wilderness  has  been  set 
aside  in  National  Parks,   32.5  million  acres  in  National  Forests  and  19.3  in 
National  Wildlife  Refuges.     The  Bureau  of  Land  Management  is  reviewing  lands 
under  its  administration  for  potential  Wilderness  to  recommend  to  the 
President  and  currently  manages  half  a  million  acres  of  designated  Wilderness. 

The  474  wildernesses  across  the  United  States  range  in  size  from  the 
huge  8. 7-million-acre  Wrangell-St.   Elias  National  Park  in  Alaska  to  the  5-acre 
Oregon  Islands  Wilderness  administered  by  the  Bureau  of  Land  Management  off 
the  coast  of  Oregon.     The  largest  in  the  lower  48  states  is  the  Frank  Church- 
River  of  No  Return  Wilderness  in  national  forests  in  Idaho. 

The  1964  Wilderness  Act  directs  that  these  areas  be  managed  to  "secure 
for  the  American  people... and  future  generations  the  benefits  of  an  enduring 
resource  of  wilderness. .. unimpaired  for  future  use  and  enjoyment."     It  says 
they  shall  be  "devoted  to  the  public  purposes  of  recreation,  scenic, 
scientific,   educational,   conservation  and  historical  use. 

With  few  exceptions,   such  as  special  provisions  in  Alaska,  motor 
vehicles,  motorized  equipment,  motorboats,   aircraft  or  other  mechanical 
devices  are  banned  from  designated  wildernesses.     Recreational  visitors  to 
wildernesses  seek  solitude  and  nature  in  its  most  primitive  form.     The  most 
popular  activities  are  hiking,  backpacking,  horseback  riding,  hunting, 
fishing,   sightseeing,   cross  country  skiing  and  nature  study.

LINCOLN  BOYHOOD  TO  CELEBRATE  "NATIONAL  PARKS  DAY 


(Lincoln  City)  On  August  25,   1989,   the  National  Park  Service  will  host 
the  largest  open  house  in  its  history  as  it  celebrates  "National  Parks  Day" 
nationwide.  Visitors  on  that  day  will  have  free  admission  to  all  of  the  fee- 
charging  parks  in  the  National  Park  System.   The  legislation  which  gave  the 
Service  permanent  fee  collection  authority,  also  authorized  the  Service  to 
provide  the  public  with  one  free  admission  day  each  year.  August  25  was 
selected  because  this  date  marks  the  anniversary  of  the  National  Park  Service. 

In  1916,  when  President  Woodrow  Wilson  signed  legislation  creating  the 
Service,   there  were  14  parks  and  21  monuments  in  the  National  Park  System. 
Included  among  them  was  Yellowstone,  which  had  been  made  a  National  Park  in 
1872.   At  that   time  it  was  not  only  our  country's  first  national  park,   but  the 
first  national  park  in  the  world.   Since  then,   the  national  park  idea  has 
spread  to  countries  throughout  the  world. 

Today  there  are  341  different  parks,   comprising  80  million  acres, 
administered  by  the  National  Park  Service.   One  of  those  is  Lincoln  Boyhood 
National  Memorial  at  Lincoln  City,   Indiana.   This  Memorial  preserves  the  place 
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where  the  Thomas  Lincoln  family  lived  and  worked  form  1816  to  1830.  Abraham 
Lincoln  was  7  years  old  when  they  arrived  there,   and  was  a  grown  man  of  21  by 
the  time  they  moved  on  to  Illinois. 

In  addition  to  suspending  the  entrance  fee  for  the  day,  Lincoln  Boyhood 
National  Memorial  at  Lincoln  City  plans  to  celebrate  "National  Parks  Day"  by 
showing  a  special  28  minute  film,   "National  Parks-Our  Treasured  Lands".

LEARN  TO  RIVE  AND  SPLIT 


(LINCOLN  CITY,  INDIANA)     The  National  Park  Service  invites  the  public  to 
attend  a  special  "hands  on"  pioneer  skills  program  at  the  Lincoln  Living 
Historical  Farm,  to  learn  to  rive  and  split  shingles  and  fence  rails.     Led  by 
costumed  demonstration  farmers  and  interpreters,  the  two-hour  program,  "Rive 
and  Split,"  will  be  offered  Saturday  and  Sunday,   September  16-17,  from  1:30 
p.m.  to  3:30  p.m.   (CDT)  each  day.     After  a  short  "how  to"  and  safety  message, 
visitors  will  be  invited  to  try  their  hand  at  splitting  rails  and  riving 
shingles,  much  as  Abraham  Lincoln  did  during  his  14  boyhood  years  spent  here 
in  Southern  Indiana. 

The  pioneer's  abundance  of  wood  and  his  carpentry  skills  often  resulted 
in  an  amazing  array  of  specialty  tools.     To  split  shingles  and  clapboards,  for 
example,  a  knife-type  wedge  called  a  froe  was  struck  with  a  wooden  club  called 
a  maul.     Modern  equipment  made  the  froe  obsolete  about  a  century  ago. 
Surprisingly,  an  axe  was  not  used  to  split  rail  fencing.     Abraham  Lincoln,  the 
"railspl itter , "  used  three  tools  to  split  rails:     a  wooden  wedge  called  a 
"glut,"  a  wooden  sledge  called  a  "beetle,"  and  a  metal  wedge  to  begin  the 
splitting  process.
